SENATE PASSES TAX BILL.

AFTER CRASH.

with the screams of women, 
cries of children and the 
shouts of men.” 

Leach smashed the front window 
of his compartment and leaped to 
the ground as soon as he stopped 
the cgagch. Then he helped in the 
rescue of the women passengers. 

At the moment ‘of the crash, 
many of the  five-gallon gasoline 
containers burst, and their contents 
were sprayed over the coach and 
through some of the open windows. 
Though the exact cause of the igni- 
tion of the gasoline, which 
amounted to 2000 gallons, is not. 
known, one theory advanced is that 
the flame from the prestolite tank 
on the auto truck had touched off 
the fluid. 

The truck was totally demolished. 
Though the coach stood over a hun- 
dred feet from the truck, it was re- 
duced to a red-hot metal frame by 
the flames. The small round win- 
dows in the side of the coach were 
the only avenues of escape. These 
were broken by the men and wom- 
en with their feet and hands. Those 
who were not burned inside the 
coach received painful lacerations 
climbing through these win-

Following the collision, Miss 
Robison said, as she lay on a cot 
in the Huntington Park Hospital, 
the interior of the car was a mass 
of flames, which shot in through the 
windows. . 

“Il was one of the last persons 
out of the coach,” she said. *! 
don’t know how I got out, though 
I believe I shoved my foot through 
the glass. We could not open the 
dinky little windows, so we hal to 
break them or get burned to death.” 

Miss Robison then assisted her 
chum through the dwipdow she had 
just shattered. ore leaving the 
car herself. 

F. J. Wiefels, a Banning under- 
taker, was sitting in the smokine 
compartment with four other men. 
Wiefels was accompanying.the re- 
mains of Richard Cole, whese fun- 
eral was to be conducted today. The 


| body of Cole was in a casket in 


the baggage compartment. Wiefels, 
who is an elderly man, also es- 
caped through one of the small 
circular windows. He fell to the 
ground and eprained his back. He 
ran to the baggage compartment 
and sought the baggageman, and the 
two men dragged the casket to 


safety. 

“T know Richard Cole as my own 
son.” he said tearfully, as he stood 
guard over the body as it lay in a 
plowed field. “I had ‘known him 
all my life. His family had asked 
me to take care of the remains and 
that I have done. I would have giv- 


en my life gladly to save it from 
that burnifig car." 
Wiefela refused medical treat- 


ment. He preferred to remain be- 
side the casket of his dead friend.

The flames spread rapidly and 
I scrambled toward a window and 
broke it. was half way 
through it, anotNer man leaped on 
top of me and tried to shove me 
aside. For a few moments both 
of us were wedged in the opening. 
I suddenly wrenched myself through 
and fell to the ground. I must have 
sprained my back in the § fall, 
though I was not burned.” . 

CARE FOR INJURED. . 

The injured were taken to the 
home of J. T. V. Steele, a near-by 
rancher. There they awaited the 
coming of the ambulances, which 


transported them to the Huntington 
Park Hospital, where Dr. J. H. Turn- 
er administered first-aid treatment. 
Bad phone service—practically all 
the phones in that district had been 
put out of commission by the recent 
rains—hampered the e work, 
Assistance could not be obtained and 
for. more than an hour the injured 
were cared for by the hospitable 
ranchers and the unhurt passengers.

‘TMBUG RETRENCHMENT. 

Reclassification, with a net increase of 
$9,000,000 annually in the cost of the State 
government, is not likely to be accepted 
without protest by the people of California 
as a substitute for promised retrenchment. 
Nine administration bills relating to State 
finances have been introduced in the Legis- 
lature. Gov. Stephens has sent to the legis- 
lators a special “efficiency and economy” 
message concerning eight of these meas- 
vres.. They are intended to put into effect 
in a modified form the recommendations 


and departments made by the “Boynton 
Efficiency Commission” two years ago. 
The Boynton commission estimated that a 
saving of $1,000,000 annually could be ef- 
fected; but the modifications made will re- 
duce this sum at least $300,000. 


No mention is made in the Governor’s 
message, however, of the tenth administra- 
tion bill, which increases the amount of 
revenue to be raised by State taxation 
$8,000,000 annually. The present State 
rates, by reason of the increase in value 
of the properties assessed, will add 
$2,000,000 annually to the tax roll; so the 
net increase, with the maximum of execu- 
tive efficiency, would be $9,000,000 a year. 
And it will strain the credulity of the most 
confirmed optimist to hope for maximum 
efficiency and economy from an‘ admin- 
istration, with personnel unchanged, that 
has been responsible for the extravagance 
and waste of the last eight or ten years. 

Gov. Stephens admits in his 
that all the commissions and departments 
are, under some form, to be continued. and 
that the reclassification, in place of abolish- 
ing, simply regroups and continues. He 
says: 


No single function or duty of the 
State is by any of these measures cur- 
tailed or discontinued. On the con- 
trary, the fusion or merger of activities 
will give us the much desired economy, 

’ and, at the same time, a greater effi- 
ciency and a more beneficial function- 
ing than we have attained in the past. 
We are but servants of the people seek- 
ing to discharge a solemn obligation 
imposed upon us. While we cannot 
control expenditures authorized by the 
people themselves, we can control] un- 
nécessary expense in the functioning 
of governmental agencies. 

But, if no function or activity is to be 
curtailed, how are the expenses to be ma- 
terlally reduced? If all the fads and frills 
are to be maintained; if there is to be no 
effort to keep politics out of business; if 
i140 little departments and commissions 


} are simply to be grouped into ten big ones, 


without discontinuing the functions of any 
of them, the annual saving effected is not 
likely te be enough to pay for janitor serv- 
ice in the State Capitol. 


The, reclassification. and consolidation 
recommended in. the Boynton report is de- 
sirable. But the commiission making that 
report stated clearly when it was presented 
two years ago that it would not in itself 
materially reduce the then cost of the 
Btate government. It was drawn for the 
purpose of making retrenchment possible; 
but the chief object, as set forth in the re- 
port, was to keep half a dozen departments 
and commissions from doing the same 
thing. It provides for adjusting the burden 
resting on the shoulders of the taxpayers, 
“but not for lightening the load. | 


* Gov. Stephens says, “We cannot control 
expenditures authorized by the people*them- 
selves.” Such a statement is about as 
clear as a cloudy sky. It reads very much 
like’ an admission that the present admin- 
istration is unable to perform the duties. for 
which a State government is created by the 
constitution. It is for the purpose of con- 
trolling expenditures authorized by =the 
Legislature or by the people that an execu- 
tive department exists. The meaning the 
Governor probably sought to convey was 
that whén commissions and departments 
were created by a vote of the people,.when 
the expenditure of certain money was di- 
rected by initiative amendment, the execu- 
tive department could not avoid making 
the expenditures such legislation contem- 
plated. 


It is true that the people have erred in 
this regard; but they did so because they 
were deceived by propaganda campaigns of 
the Forty Fat Commissions. FOR THERE 
HAS NOT BEEN A’ SINGLE MEASURE 
ADOPTED INCREASING STATE EX- 
PENSES IN THE LAST TEN YEARS, 
WHETHER BY INITIATIVE OR OTHER- 
WISE, THAT WAS NOT VISED, RECOM- 
MENDED AND SUPPORTED BY THE 
STATE ADMINISTRATION. Gov. Stephens 
has been in office for four years. During 
that time the State expenses have been in- 
creased $20,900,000 annually. Can he point 
to a single legislative act increasing ex- 
penses that he did not sign? Can he point 
to a single initiative measure increasing 
expenses that he opposed? If all the ad- 
ministration recommendations had been 
accepted the cost of State government 
would have been increased another $5,000,- 
000. The Times opposed many of tnese 
Increases; and the Governor row says by 
inference that we were right, But why did 
he not say so while they were under discvs- 
sion? 


Moreover, not 25 per cent of the present 
cost of the State government has been 
authorized by initiative laws or constitu- 


| tional amendments. More than 75 por cent 


fs authorized by acts of the State Legis!a- 
ture; and the present Legislature possesses 
the authority to repeal any or all those 
acts. An attempt to shift the responsibility 
to the shoulders of the people savors very 
much of demagogy. The Governor says 
in his mess&ge: “We can control, unneces- 
sary expense in the functioning of govern- 
mental agencies.” We are very well aware 
of that, Governor; you and your prede- 
cessor have “controlled” them for the last 
ten years, always “keeping ‘er in the high.” 
But what the people desire is not that you 
shall “control unnecessary expense,” but 
that you shall discontinue it. The Legisla- 
ture can cut the present cost of State gov- 
ernment $10,000,000 a vear without violating 
a. constitutional enactment or crippling a 
necessary function. Why is it not done? 


If you are doubtful about this, break away 
from the encircling ring of high-priced com- 
missioners by which you are surround 
and virtually imprisoned and have a few 
heart-to-heart talks with Chairman Fischer 
of the State Taxpayers’ Association. Get 


in touch with those who pay the taxes, di- 
rectly and indirectly, instead of those who 
consume them. Only in this way can you 


get the point of view of the people them- 
selves.

With the completion of the ultra- 
modern Ambassador Hotel Los Angeles can 
boast the most commodious hostelry in the 
West; and it is to the enterprise and vision 
of a Los Angeles and New York syndicate 
that we*owe this latest and most welcome 
addition to the city beautiful. . 

Placing $5,000,000 in a hotel project at a 
time when the finances of the country and 
the world ‘were swaying a oit unsteadily, 
when the pessimists were ' noisy and the 
optimists were dumb, required both courage 
ehd foresight. Such projects have been 
promoted repeatedly by local speculators, 
but on paper. At one time, a generation

He says he heard 
much windy talk of the awakening of 
China and the “dawn of the new era,”- but 
he believes it to be a false dawn. The’ 
Dragongthrone no longer “sways the wide 
world,” a strange new flag flcats over the 
Presidential mansion in tha Forbidden 
City, motor cars have taken the place of 
green palanguins with eight bearers; but, 
says Mr. Bland, the majority of the people 
are not following after the new gods. Am- 
bitious leaders are struggling for su- 
premacypand, “for the benefit of the gallery 
overseas,” shout lustily about constitutions, 
parliaments ahd militarism, but the people 
are foliowing in the old ancestral ways, do- 
ing the same thing, in the sanie place and 
.the same way that their forefathers did. 
Just as the methods of tie tongs in Los 
Angeles are the same today as they were 
yesterday, so, Mr. Bland would have us

“What is a Christian?” should on the face 
of it be easy to answer. Because there are 
so many millions of: him; and every one of 
these millions must have a good reason for 
calling himself “Christian.” 

There are millions of noses in the 
world and every nose is per se a nose. Yet 
ho two are alike. How should one 
answer the question, “What is a nose?” 
Evidently it is not so simple as it appears. 

We cannot pretend to supply a general 
answer to the question when approached 
from the theological angle.

That appears to be the most 
difficult text for the modern Christian to 
pit into practice. 

We do not profess to instruct our sub- 
scriber as to how far these three chapters 
will take him on the road to heaven, but 
we do know as a practical guide for busi- 
ness success on earth they contain a noble 
wisdom that is faultless in its application.

go check prosperity and civilization. 

“No nation can permanently keep its 
standard of “Eo higher than the rest of 
the world and hold its place in world trads 
unless its labor is more efficient and more 
productive. Yet, despite this inevitable 
law, the modern aim of labor unions is to 
reduce efficiency and productiveness of la- 
bor and to make high wages permanently 
impossible. And it is pecviiarly harmful 
just now, when the crying negd of the whole 
world is production.” . 

Few who have dealings with union labor 
will deny Mr. Gillett’s charge and many 
union men will admit it.—[{Waterbury 
American.

But it is rather a significant sign 
of the times. Especially in these 
days of community property law 
pros and cons in California.

We all remember the stir caused 
by Olive Schreiner’s “Woman and 
Work,” in which she declared that 
our emancipation would never 
amount to much until we resumed 
the responsibility - of productive, 
profitable work\ We must posi- 
tively be good providers, even as 
the men, to attain any worthwhile 
measure of independence. 

Of course, it was perhaps natural 
that -we should imagine that bear- 
ing and raising the children and 
home-keeping are a sufficient justifi- 
cation for our existence. And they 
are, if existence is all we crave. 
But most of us crave a good deal 
more than that. . q 

But we May as well admit that to 
a very large extent the children are 
a particular privilege, exclusive to 
our sex, and that no matter what 
our calmly logical intent in the mat- 
ter, we generally expand with pride 
when we have successfully achieved 
maternity. Even those of us who 
thought they did not mean to have 
any, promptly assume airs of su- 
periority and take peculiar unction 
to their souls when Fate decrees 
otherwise. 

In such cases they have a sort of 
subconscious feeling that a wise 
Providence declined to let such a 
superior mother ‘go childless—and 
act aecordingly. 

But it seems rather evident that 
henceforth we cannot thus rest on 
our. laurels. There is a very 
marked disposition, now becoming 
more frank, to feel that we must 
jump in and support the .privilege 
with our full share of productive ef- 
fort. And that, anyway, we must be 
self-supporting, children or no chil- 
dren. In the face of our more fre- 
cent traditions, this looks like a 
hardship, yet as a matter of prac- 
tical fact, there is infinitely more 
satisfaction in so doing. Time! Oh, 
of course, there are short periods 
during which we are a little ham- 
pered for time—periods in which the 
husband at least theoretically agrees 
that it is up to him. These periods 
are very short in the poorer classes 
and in the rich ones they melt into 
eternity. But even the rich women 
have stirrings of conscience—and 
there is the vivid lesson of Barrie's 
“Twelve-Pound Look” to explain it 
in many cases. 

It is all part and parcel.of the 
vanishing “Bought and Paid For” 


idea. We-can’t be bought and re- 


main emancipated as well, although 
some of us try to put that over—~ 
with more or less success. — 

So this is what our emancipation 
seems to mean—we*must earn it, 
support it, maintain it with produc- 
tive, profitable work. And that isn't 
half as terrifying as it sounder. 
Especially with our modern notions 
on the size of families. : 

Most women are capable of somé 
gocg productive work, especially 
with a little training. And the mod- 


ern girl who does not take up some | 


special branch of potentially re- 
munerative work is getting rarer all 
the time. For all the lip-stick jaz= 
veneer which so alarms the quid- 
nunes, we know this to be true. The 
colleges are ‘bulging with 
tious girls, and in less prosperous 
walks of life every girl naturally 
gets a job. And it’s good for them 
—good for themselves and later 
very good for their families. I in- 
sist that the girl who has once 
earned her own living, been ott in 
the world, accepted responsibilities 
and knows a thing or two, makes an 
infinitely better wife and mother 
And then; when the family does need 
her support, she is not exactly the 
helpless, weeping, charity-demand- 
ing widow or deserted wife, but a 
capable woman ready to shoulder 
the burden Providence has seen fit 
to saddle on her shoulders. 

Women have always known that 
the masculine hold on the purse 
strings was at the root of their un- 
dignified dependence. It is quite 
damning to self-respect to have to 
ask and plead for every dollar, no 
matter how righteous the claim may 
be. He always had the joy of giving. 
she always the conflicting emotion 
of accepting. This, even in the hap- 
piest, well-regulated families.

Bank of I taly Has Greatest Year; Flurry 


in Local Industrial Stock.

| In characterizing the year 1920 
as the most profitable in the his- 
jtory of the Bank of Italy, A. P. 
|Gianinni, president of the institu- 
tion, pointed to an increase in de- 
posits of more than $13,000,000, and 
an increase of. approximately $20,- 
000,000 in resources, at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders held 
yesterday. 

The number of the bank's deposi- 
tors has increased 32,277, bringing 
‘the total number to over 221,000. 
| Deposits in excess of $140,000,000 
land resources aggregating $157,- 
/000,000 show the normal growth of 
the bank No consolidations or pur- 
chases of other banks. were made 


during the year. 
The dividend for the last half- 


rate of 12 per cent, representing an 
increase of 2 per cent over the rate 
for the half-year ending June 30, 
1920. The dividends paid during the 
past year amounted to $890,000, 
which was in addition to a $900,000 
special dividend voted for account of 
the stockholders of the Bank of 
Italy to the Stockholders’ Auxillary 
Corporation. 

The capital of the 
cpeased during 1920 from $7,000,- 
000 to $9,000,000, and on July 2, 
1921, the entire authorized capital 
of $10,000,000 will have been paid 
in full. 

The present board of directors and 
officers were elected for the ensu- 
ing year without change. 

The Bank of Italy commenced 
business in 1904 with resources of 
$285,000. In addition to the head 
office in San Francisco, the institu- 
tion operates jwenty-four banking 
offices in eigfiteen California cities 
and it has affiliated banks in seven 
other cities. It is today the largest 
bank on the Pacific Coast and its 
resources are said to exceed those 
of any financial institution west of 
Chicago. 


STOCK FLURRY. 


In line with the indications at the 
elose of. business Tuesday the com- 
mon stock of Globe Grain and Mill- 
ing Company showed hectic signs at 
the opening yesterday morning, and 
after an initial transaction at 60.00, 
@ five-point overnight decline, it 
struck the toboggan and skidded 
rapidly towards a new low mark. 

There was considerabje excitement 
on the floor of the exchange while 
the operation was in progress, and 
almost any kind of a rumor could 
have found acceptance by some. As 
a matter of fact, the flurry was 
caused by news of a divi- 
dend, coupled with the statement 
that because of market and read- 
justment conditions the surplus of 
$900,000 had been wiped out and a 
deficit of $60,000 established. 

The greater part of this loss is 
attributed to advances made the cot- 
ton oil mills subsidiary. There is no 
hint of financial difficulties, but it 
was sufficient to cause a number of 
stockholders, and others, to unload, 
and in a short‘ time the stock 
dropped twenty points, several 
— being consummated at 

There was steady buying and when 
eighty-eight shares had gone over 
at the low mark signs of returning 
sanity were evidenced, and a sharp 
rally ensued. At the noon recess 
41.00 was the pri¢e and steady bid- 
ding thereafter failed to flush a 
Single share until 55.00 was reached 
at which point a small ‘bloc 
changed hands. 

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 


Will E. Keller, president of the 
Globe Grain and Milling Company, 
asserted that within six months he 
felt confident the company could 
resume dividend payments. The 
company is capitalized at $11,000,- 
000. The assets of the corporation 
have been greatly undervalued, he 
said, and a board of appraisers will 


start immediately to appraise the 
property anew. 
The sum of $65,000,000 was 


loaned to the Globe Cotton Oil Mills, 
Mr. Keller stated, but that corpora- 
tion has by no means foundered. 
That company’s assets consist chief- 
ly of chattel mortgages, he said, and 
will mean comparatively a slight loss 
in the end. 

While the common stock was de- 
clining from $82 on Monda¥ to $40 
yesterday, the preferred held up to 
$95. Mr. Keller said that the de- 
cline in common is unwarranted by

SAVE INDUSTRY. 


Olive Groves Lost tnless 
They Are Protected 
by Tariff. 


Citing convincing factstand 
figures to show that the olive- 
growing industry of California 
is threatened-with destruction 
by competition with cheap 
production in Europe, olive 
growers are urging the people 
of this State to telegraph re- 
quests to the Ways and Means 
Committee to fix a tariff rate 
that will afford adequate pro- 
tection. The committee will 
meet beginning Friday of this 
week and the Olive Growers’ 
Association appealing to 
citizens generally to help them 
in their efforts to convince 
Congress uniless the in- 
dustry is protected by tariff it 
will be dissolved. 

There are more than 4900 
acres of olive trees in Cali- 
fornia, employing 8000 people 
and yielding $500,000 annu- 
ally. About $20.000,000 is in- 
vested. Adequately protected 
the industry will grow and ex- 
pand, as there is a great_deal 
of land here suitable for olive 
production. California is the 
only olive-growing State in 
the United States and, with 
protection, can eventually 
produce a crop worth $25.- 
000,000 annually, accordiny to 
figures and estimates compiled 
by the Olive Growers’ Asso- 
ciation. 


URGE HIGHER TARIFF 


RATE ON OLIVE OIL. | 


MAYOR ANIY OTHER CITIZENS 
SEND TELEGRAMS TO WAYS 
AND MEANS COMMITEEE. 


~ More telegrams were sent from 
Los Angeles yesterday to the Ways 
and Means Committee ‘at Washins- 
ton urging a higher tariff rate on 
olives. The committee will hold a 
hearing on "the matter next Satur 
day. Mavor Snyder's telegram was 
as follows: ri 

“Il feel strongly justice and 
necessity .of measures asked by 
California olive industry which rep- 
resents investment of many miliiors 
and gives employment to thousang: 
of people. Urge you give serivus 
consideration to increasing duty on 
olive products in tariff bill now un- 
der consideration. Without rrop- 
er protection industry will be 
greatly crippled, while if tarifi is 
equal to difference in cost of produc- 
tion in United States and Europe, 
million acres here can be planted to 
alives.”’ 

Ex-Senator Frank P. Flint tele- 
graphed as follows: “Am convinced 
that tariff asked by California 
olive industry is not in excess of 
advantage in production costs ac- 
erning to foreign producers. Au- 
thoritative 1919 figures show a dif- 
ference of $1.90 in manufacturing 
costs of a gallon of olive oil in Spatn 
and California. Many-million-dollar 
industry here depends upon adequate 
protection. Forme? reduction in 
tariff on oil benefited only im- 
porters, having no effect upon re- 
tail prices.”’
